Post, i»ho signs himself " Communipaw" 
gives the following useful hints to those of our 
countryman who intend visiting the Great 
World's Fair in London the coming season, 


" The exhibition building—' Paxton's Crys- 


tal Palace,'—is done or about so; being all 
roofed and of its full size and proportion : but 
not finished inside altogether. 
I was out to 


see it yesterday, and a more remarkable, not 
to say, extraordinary, and interesting edifice, 
has never been built since the days of King 
Solomon and his Temple. To ' exhibitors,' 
I would say, that they cannot be too quick on 
the ground with their (traps," for I believe 
that the 1st of March is the latest day that 
goods can be received at the building. But 
for visitors, it may be well to mention, that so 
far as the bulk of the spectators is concerned 
they had better not be on band before June, 
if coming to the exhibition is their object.— 
Not an article can be removed till Nov. 1st, 
six months from the day of opening ; so the 
last months have all that the first do, and it
